THE FORCE BILL VIRTUALLY DEAD. ' 


Matt Quay Comes Out of the Fight 
Smiling. 


THE CONFERENCE EAST NIGHT. 


The Senators Come to an Under- 


standine. 


WASHINGTON, August 21.—[Special.]—The 
Quay resolution took a very sensational 
turn today. It was expected this morning 
that the big fight would be waged to a finish 
and either the Quays or the anti-Quays 
would go down in defeat. Consequently 
the galleries were filled and nearly every 
senator was in his seat when the senate 
was called to order at 10 o’clock. 

But the crowd was disappointed! There 
was no fight. Mr. Quay’s resolution was not 
mentioned during the morning hour, 
and shortly after 11 o’clock the tariff Dill 
was taken up. But there were whisperings 
and conferences going on all the morning. 
First, Quay and Hoar got together and talked 
excitedly for a while. Then they calmed 
down, and seemed to have agreed. 

QUAY CONFERS WITH GORMAN. 

Then Quay went over to the democratic 
side, singled out Senator Gorman, and the 
two leaders retired. They remained closeted 
for half an hour, and when they returned to 
the chamber, arm in arm, every one knew 
some agreement in regard to the disposition 
of the force bill had been reached. Mf. 
Quay wore a smile and a very light suit of 
clothes. The smile meant victory—the toilet 
showed he had prepared ‘for it.

Later in the story 
came out. 

The republicans of all three factions de- 
cided, after the developments of yesterday, 
it best tostop airing their dirty linen in 
public and take time to retire to privacy 
and change their garments. Thus they got 
together and the leaders reached an agree- 
ment.. Mr. Quay, having things his own 
Way, saw that it was necessary. that 
breaches in the party should be healed, 
or appear to be, and _ he, __ there- 
fore, made the proposition that, 
provided the republican senators 
would get together and agree in private that 
the force bill should go over until next season 
for action, he would agree to withdraw his res- 
olution and make a private deal with the dem- 
ocrats. He would pledge the word of the re- 
publican senators that the force bill would not 
be called up at all at this session if the demo- 
crats would allow a vote on the tariff and ad- 
journ within four weeks. 

THE HOAR FACTION WILLING. 

Such an arrangement, he said, the demo- 
crats would consent to. The Hoar faction 
partially agreed to this, as it was their 
best way out of the difficulty, and in order 
to perfect it a conference was called to- 
night at the home of one of the senators. 
Some of the republicaxn senators wanted to 
the agreement a date upon 
which a yote shall be taken upon the 
force bill next session, but as the demo- 
craés would never consent to a vote being 
taken either now, next session, or at all, 
Mr. Quay refused to allow it to be in- 
corporated in the agreement. 

A CONFERENCE LAST NIGHT. 

The conference tonight is between the 
leaders of the three factions of republican 
senators, and it is believed that if Quay’s 
proposition is not accepted absolutely, some- 
thing very near it will be-agreed upon, for 
the Hoar men want no more open fighting 
in the senate chamber. Quay told Hoar he 
would agree to the adoption of gag rules to 
pass the bill next session. However, Quay 
knows there are men in the senate who 
will never consent to this, and if the bill 
goes over—and it seems certain it will— 
then it is dead beyond resurrection. 

The fight is, however, still full of in- 
terest, but all will be known in a day or 
two— possibly tomorrow. 

WHAT WAS DONE AT THE CONFERENCE. 

Every republican senator now in the city 
was represented atthe conference held this 
evening at the residence of Senator McMillan, 
either in person or by proxy. Among those 
present were: Messrs. Allison, Aldrich, 
Allen, Hawfey, Platt, Hale, Frye, Blair, Hoar, 
Dawes, Dixon, Evarts, Hiscock, Quay, Hig- 
gins, Stockbridge, Cullom, Spooner, Sawyer, 
Washburn, Davis, Moody, Plumb, Dolph, 
Mitchell, Squires, Paddock, Manderson, and 
Wilson of Iowa. 

More thar®two hours were spent in an ex- 
change of views, there being, in the language 
of one of the senators, ‘‘as many plans proposed 
for a settlement of difficulties confronting the 
republican majority as there were senators 
present.”’ 

Friends of the election bill, of course, pre- 
sented the claims of that measure for consid- 
eration and action at this session of congress. 
The proposition that was made by Mr. Teller 
some time ago, to take up the billand discuss 
it for a time and then lay it aside until the 
next session, met with some favor. 

Mr. Moody madea speech advocating the 
adoption of the previous question rule, which 
was received with applause. 

After the presentation of these various views 
the duty of arranging an order of business to 
be substituted for the Quay resolution, and 
other pending propositions, was assigned to a 
committee, with Mr. Hoaras chairman, and 
comprising in its membership Messrs. Allison, 
Spooner and Hale. This committee, it is un- 
derstood, will prepare a resolution, if possible, 
by tomorrow morning, to be offered in place of 
the Quay resolution. The order, it is said, is 
to include a yote on the tariff bill and upon 
certain other measures named in the Quay res- 
olution. The election bill will go over until 
the next session, and will be the first measure 
considered when congress reassembles in De- 
cember.

THE FLURRY IN WALL STRERT. 

There was almost a panic on Wall street this 
afternoon owing to the stringency in the money 
market. Money on call brought at the rate of 
189 percent perannum. This evening Secre- 
tary Windom issued an order which he hopes 
will relieve the strain and avert a natioral 
calamity. The treasury department will re- 
ceive $20,000,000 of 44. per c&nt government 
bonds at par with accrued interest between 
now and September Ist, andon that day all 
owners of bonds who sell will receive a year’s 
interest in advance, which is equivalent to 
buying at 100 with accrued interest. It is ex- 
pected that this order will put $20,000,000 in 
Wall street in two days.

HE LEFT THE ROOM 


When the Committee Refused to Compel 
Greenby Raain to Produce His Books, 
WasnHinaton, August 21.—The_ special 

house committee this rnorning began the in- 

yestigation of the charges made against Pen- 
sion Commissioner Raum by placing the com- 
missioner upon the stand. NHKepresentative 

Cooper, of Indiana, who brought the charges 

and introduced the resolution of inquiry, ap- 

peared as counsel for the government. He 
called for the production of the beoks ef the 

Universal Refrigerating Company, but Mr. 

Raum refused to produce them, upon the 

ground that they had nothing to do with the 

charges of official corruption. 

Mr. Cooper endeavored to induce the com- 
mittee to coinpe! the production of the books, 
but failed. Mr. Cooper soon found himself at 
odds with the committee, and announcing that 
he was so bound by the committee’s action as 
to be estopped from proceeding properly, 
would retire, and thereupen he picked up his 
papers and left the room. 

The conimittee then proceeded with the ex- 
amination of the commissioner. He said that 
he had borrowed $12,000 upon the'endorsement 
of Pension Attorney Lemon and had renewed 
notes from time to time. The amount now 
due was $9,000, but Lemon held col- 
lateral for twice that amount. He (Raum), 
howeyer,had never given priority toany claims 
for Lemon or any other attorney. The attor- 
neys had never secured priority at all, but 
members of congress sometimes did. Mr. 
Lemon’s letter, asking for action upon a list of 
claims which he presented, was read to the 
committee. Mr. Raum said that no action had 
been taken on if. 

In reply te questions by Mr. Smyser, the 
commissioner emphatically declared that he 
did notissue certain specified orders at the 
request of Lemon, and had not advanced any 
of Lemon’s cases over those of others on com- 
pleted files. He had urged upon the chief of 
divisions in the office to show.no favor in the 
consideration of cases. 

At this point Mr. Lewis, referring to Mr. 
Cgoper, said his sudden and inconsiderate 
withdrawal from the case had placed his 
colleague (Mr. Goodright) and himself in an 
awkward position, as they did not know any- 
thing about the case. He thought that to 
throw all the light possible on the case it was 
proper that Mr. Cooper should return and re- 
sume his connection with the case. He 
thought Mr. Cooper had left in some temper, 
and temper had been also displayed by some 
members of the committee. Other members 
of the commitsoe also expressed a willingness 
to have Mr, Cooper return. 

MR. COOPER RETURNS. 

Judge Jeremiah Wilson, of this city, who 
was present, said that Captain Lemon had 
been his client in some cases, although he was 
not in the present case. Mr. Lemon was at 
present absent from the city, He thought 
it due to the commissioner of pensions and to 
Mr. Lemon that Mr. Cooper should return and 
assume charge of the matier and assist in get- 
ting at the facts. Mr. Cooper was accordingly 
sent for and shortly reappeared. The comunit- 
tee,}J however, having sat for five ‘hours de- 
cided at this point to adjourn.

suance of the authority contained in section 
3694 and S699 of the revised statutes of the 
United States, public notice is hereby given that 
at anytime before Se tember 1, 1890, the secre- 
tary of the treasury will receive atthe treasury 
department,in the city of Washington, or at the 
the office of any assistant treasurer of the United 
States, and will redeem at par 4'4 per cent bonds 
of the acts of July 14, 1870, and January 20, 1871, 
to an amount not exceeding $20,000,000; and on 
or immediately after September 1, 1590, will pre- 
pay to the owners of bonds so: eceived, al! interest 
on said bonds toand ipreluding August 31, 1891, 
without rebate of interest. 1e@«€6circular of 
August 10, 1800, is hereby rescinded.

Itis explained at the treasury department 
that the slight delayin making the prepay- 
ment of interest on $20,000,000 of bonds is 
made necessary by the fact that the law does 
not permit the anticipation of more than one 
year’s interest, 

A SILVER LINING FOR THE CLOUD. 

Mr. Davidson, of the mint, today authorized 
the superintendent of the mint at Philadelphia 
to make advances on silver bars, as soon as re- 
ceived, in order to relieve the stringency in 
the New York money market. This action 
will result in the immediate release of over 
$1,000,000 on account of silver purchases 
already made which otherwise would be with- 
beld until after the bullion had been melted 
and assayed, the process usually taking two or 
three days.

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WOMEN CALLED © 
TO THE RESCUE. 


FEMALE SUFFRAGE RESOLUTIONS 


In the Mississippi Constitutional 
Convention. 


A PROPERTY QUALIFICATION, 


The Judiciary Committee to Re- 
port Today. 


Jackson, Miss., August 21.—A tinge of sen- 
timent colored the proceedings of the constitu- 
tional convention today during the progress of 
Delegate Johu W. Fewell’s speech in support 
of a proposition offered by himself to confer 
sulfrage upon women. Mr. Fewell’s resolution 
reads as follows: B: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this convention 
that itis a condition necessary to the solution of 
the franchise problem that the right to vote shall 
be secured, by proper constitutional enactment, to 
every woman who shail have resided in this state 
six months, and who shall be twenty-one years of 
age or upwards, and who shall own, OF 
whose husband, if she have a husNand, shall own 


real estate situated in this state of the clear value 
The 
votes of every woman voting in any election shall 
be cast by some male elector, who shall be there- 
unto authorized in writing by such woman 80 en- 
titled to vote, which constitutional enactment not 
to be framed so as to grant to woman the right to 
hold office. 


OBJECTIONS AS TO REFERENCE. 

Under the ruJes the resolution should have 
gone tothe committee on elective franchise, 
but by unanimous consent, he was allowed to 
take the tloor in support of his resolution. 

Mr. Fewell made most of his oppor~ 
tunity, and in a speech of twenty 
minutes’ duration, madea deep impression 
on all his hearers. He urged that a 
special committee be appointed to report 
on the question, but the committee on elective 
franchise regarded such reference with the in- 
structions suggested as infringing upon the 
prerogative of the elective franchise comumit- 
tee, and after two hours’ discussion Mr. Few- 
ell struck out the objectionable 
clauses of his reference resolution and 
had it referred the usual way. 

ANOTHER FEMALE SUFFRAGE AMENDMENT. 

Delegate Hudson, of Yazoo, also offered an 
amendment providing for female suffrage with 
property and educational qualifications. This 
also embraces the Australian ballot system. 

The woman suffrage idea is growing in favor 
among the best minds of the convention, and 
unless safety from negro supremacy can be 
reached by other methods, Mr. Fewell’s plan, 
or one similar to it, will be adopted. 

THE JUDICIARY COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 


At 10 o’clock tomorrow morning the ju- 


diciary committee will make its report upon 
the question submitted by the convention a 
few days ago as to whether the fundamental 
conditions embraced in the act of congress of 
1870, readmitting Mississippi into the union, are 
constitutiona! and binding upon this conven- 
tion. Itis understood that the committee will 
report against the cunstitutionality of the 
fundamental conditions, and advise the con- 
vention that they are not bound by them. 
The convention will probably adjourn 
tomorrow until Monday, there being no 
business ready for consideration. 


GEORGE WISE WRITES A LETTER. 


He Explains Why He Sought Nomination, 
and Says He Will Not Again. 

RicHMOND, Va., August 21.—[Special.]— 
Hon. George D. Wise, who has just been 
nominated for the sixth successive time as the 
democratic candidate for congress from this 
district, has prepared an address to his con- 
stituents, which will appear in the Richmond 
papers tomorrow morning. 

He urges harmony and united action, and 

_gives a brief review of the circumstances 
under which he has received the nomination 
for the last three times. 

In 1886 he declared that he would not be a 
candidate, but being greatly importuned he 
finally decided to run, and two years latter he 
had decided not to offer for the suffrage of 
his people, but the convention was unanimous 
in nominating him, audhe accepted. He de- 
clares that he was honestly elected and 
that the republicans ‘being in a 
meagre minority sought to increase 
it by dishonest methods for partisan 
purposes, and recklessly violating well settled 
rules of law and disregarding the weight of 
evidence in which their decision should have 
been based, they unhesitatingly defied the will 
of the sovereign people by the removal of 
democrats who were duly elected. 

He adds ‘‘when such an injury, and such an 
insult has been offered through the theft of 
my seat, I felt it to be aduty to ask at your 
hands an opportunity to resent such conduct.” 

Mr. Wise conciudes with the announcement 
that he will not again seek the nomination 
under any circumstances.

HEARD COUNTY POLITICS.

FRANKLIN, Ga., August 21.—[Special.]— 
Yesterday was a big day in Heard politics. 
The oldest politicians say that there was never 
such a crowd ata political convention in the 
county. 

Jt was generally believed the meeting would 
be stormy, but discretion reigned and the con- 
vention did its work and adjourned in har- 
mony.

When the body was called to order 
the courthouse wasa jam. The assembly was 
determined, and intended to take the matter 
in hand if the committee did not rescind their 
action. A majority of the committee was 
present, howeyer, and after a session of nearly 
two hours, decided to change their previous 
work. The mass meeting sat patiently until 
the committee reported, and then accepted the 
action without discussing the merits of the 
situation. 

The contest for representation has grown 
quite warm, and the least impropriety on the 

art of the friends of either creates a feeling. 
t was fortunate that yesterday’s meeting was 
manipulated by conservative heads.

IN FIGHTING THE VANDERBILTS, 


Is What the Executive Board 
Says. 


MR. POWDERLY’S MANIFESTO. 


Detailing the Causes of Trouble 
on the Central. 


New York, August 21.—The general execu- 
tive board of the Knights of Labor, reported 
tonight that everything was very encouraging, 
and that they were in constant communication 
with the strikers all along the line. 

MR. POWDERLY TO THE PUBLIC. 

The following manifesto was given to the 
press by Mr. Powderly tonight: : 

To the People: For some time the managemen 
of the New York Central and Hudson River rail- 
road have been discharging employes who have 
been active in labor affairs. It happens that all 
of those who have been dismissed are mem- 
bers of the order of the Knights of 
Labor, and have at one time or 
another been officers of the order, or have served 
on committees which waited on officials with the 
view of presenting grievanees. These discharges 
‘became so frequent and were so clearly evidence 
of a settled purpose on the part of the company to 
disrupt and destroy the organization of the 
Knights of Labor upon the Central system, that 
the executive board of District Assembly No. 245, 
in which the Knights of Labor upon the system 
are enrolled, found it neceseary to call a special 
meeting in New York to consider the situation. 

HISTORY OF THE TROUBLE. 

After reviewing the general executive 
board’s effort for arbitration, he continues: 

The public may have formed erroneous im- 
pressions of the position of the knights in contro- 
versy. We do not pretend to dictate to the com- 
pany that it shall not discharge employes, but in 
all fairness a discharged man should be told why 
he is dismissed. 

During the session of the state legislature, the 
Knights of Labor of New York were active in the 
passage of the weekly pay bill. A committee of 
knights, representing the employes of the New 
York Centraltand HMudsen River railroad, were 
faced in the legislative committee room at Al- 
bany by attorneys of the railway and brow-beaten, 
questioned and terrorized. Some of the members 
of that committee who were at the time employed 
hy the New York Central were discharged, with- 
out cause, or rather without any given cause. 
There exists not a shadow of doubt inthe mind of 
that committee that these men were singled out 
for endeavoring to secure the passage -.of the 
above mentioned law. After thoroughly 
investigating the causes which lel to the 
Strike ant after making every efiort 
in their power to induce the eenan? to arbitrate 
orsubmit to an investigation by impartial men 
the question at issue—naweily, whether the men 
were discharged because they were Knights of 
Labor and for the purpose of destroying their 
organization, as they beiieve and maintain, or for 
just cause and proper reason as the officials of the 
company allege. 

WILL STAND BY THE MEN. 

The general executive board have, by unani- 
mous vote, determined to stand by the men, who, 
whether their strike was opportune or not, had no 
alternative consistent with their manhood. 

I have no doubt but that it is the determination 
of the management to destroy the organization of 
labor along the line of the New York Central and 
Hudson River railroad, unless that organization 
subserviently bends the knee to the will of the 
Vanderbilts, 

During the controversy Messrs. Toucey and 
Webb stated and repeated the statement that the 
men were not discharged because they were 
Knights of Labor, and they expected the public 
to believe them simply because they say so. 

Both of these gentiemen deny certain things in 
relation to their conversation with me, which 
poth Mr. Deviin and myself are prepared to make 
aflidavit to. I may, therefore, be excused if lam 
not prepared to accept, as being true beyond 
question, any denial by them of the statements 
made by men whose word should be of equal 
value with others. 

Everything that could in honor be done to 
terminate the strike on an honorable basis for the 
men wa; done, and thejalternativye of an uncon- 
ditional and absolute surrender on the part of the 
inen or protest against the tyranny of the officials 
of the New York Central and Hudson River rail- 
road was presented to us. 

Under the circumstances, such a surrender 
would be unmanly. It would be cowardly and 
unwerthy of the sons of men, whom two hemi - 
spheres struggied and died for the right of hu- 
manity. 

AN APPEAL FOR MONEY. 

We do not seek the quarrel. The general execu- 
tive board new nothing of it until it was thrust 
upon them, and now that we have to face it, we 
ask of the entire order of Knights of Labor to 
come toour assistance with means to win the 
strike. We want money to carry on the struggle. 
We not only ask of the Knights of Labor to come 
to our aid, but we ask itof members of all organ- 
ized labor. 

It is our turn now;it will be yours anon. We 
not only ask labor organizations, but we ask of 
the great public to come toour relief. We are 
fighting against a power far more dangerous than 
that which laid down its arms at Yorktown. 

CAPTURING THE NEW MEN, 

BuFFaLo, N. Y., August 21.—The strikers 
here made a checkmate moye on the Central 
people this afternoon. They captured forty 
odd men who arrived in the city this morning 
and yesterday. They understood they were to 
work onanew division of the Central. A 
ineeting was held tais afternoon so as to send 
these men al] back to their homes. 

POWDERLY TO ARTHUR. 

A letter from Powderly to P. M. Arthur, 
grand chief engineer of the Engineers’ Broth- 
erhood, says: 

Many of the men on strike are firemen, and be- 
long not only to the Knights of Labor, but to the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen, and in some 
instances their places are being filled by members 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engiueers who 
have stepped down from the footboard to pick up 
the shovels which were dropped by the firemen. 
Are we to understand that th 8 action is to receive 
the sanction of the organization you represent? 

A MEETING OF THE FEDERATION. 

New York, August 21.—The chiefs of the 
Federation of Railway Employes left for Terre 
Haute, Ind., this. morning, Chief Sergeant, 
of the Firemen’s Brotherhood, saying that the 
meeting of the federation would be held there, 
at which a strike onthe Vanderbilt system 
would undoubtedly be ordered. He said that 
the firm refusal of Vice President Webb to 
arbitrate had rendered this action necessary. 
Mr. Webb’s arbitrary methods made it useless 
to deal with him any longer. The Central 
officials are preparing to meet a genera! strike 
if one shonld be ordered: Mr. Webbsaid that he 
did not doubt that the supreme council of the 
Railway Employes’ Federation Would call out 
the men, but he did not believe nearso many 
of them asthe labor men expected would 
leave their posts. A majority of the com- 
— employes, he thought, would remain at 
wor. 

A TALK WITH MR. SWEENEY. 

Grand Master Sweeney, of the Switchmen’s 
Association, put a different complexion on the 
condition of affairs this afternoon. He said 
the supreme council may not endorse the action 
of the chief’s of the fourorders, and’itis purely 
&@ supposition to say that they will order a gen- 
eral strike. ‘Another thing there has been no 
unanimous opinion formed by the executive 
council of the federation that the omeeny 
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Mr. Sweeney also says that Mr. Sargeant 
has never stated that he would recommend @ 
general tie-up to the supreme council 

Mr. Sweeney added that since the strike be- 
gun 234 carloads of beef have been destroyed 
on the Central between ‘here and Buffalo and 
had to be buried, and there are now many 
loads of fruit at Buffalo, which will probably 
meet the same fate. 

» THE CENTRAL FIGURING. 

The New York Central officials have been 
making some computations today, regarding 
the number of men -who are likely to go om 
strike. They say there are 12,000 men em- 
ployed on the New York Central road, and be- 
tween 60,000 and 70,000 on other roads of the 
\ anderbilt System. Of these men there are on 
the entire Vanderbilt system 25,000 Knights 
of Labor and 6,000 members of the federation. 
Three thousand men have left the Central em- 
ploy since the strike has been declared. 

THEY ARE NOT UNEASY. 

CuicaGo, August 21.—Leading officials of 
the Vanderbilt lines in this city say they are 
not making any preparations fora strike and 
do not expect one.

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OUR WINNIE’S FUTURE HOME. 


An Explosion Destroys the Wilkinson Man- 
sion at Syracuse. 

Syracuse, N. Y., August 21.—[Special.]— 
The Wilkinson mansion, on James street, the 
home of Alfred Wilkinson, who is to wed Miss 
Winnie Davis, was destroyed by fire today. 

The fire was caused by an explosion of gaso- 
line pails and pails of which the gardner, Cy- 
prien Couvette, was using in connection with 
burning sulphur to fumigate the interior of the 
house. 

By the explosion the entire roof of the west 
wing of the residence, located in the rear, was 
blown into the air and the gardener came 
flying through the second-story window on to 
the lawn. His clothes were on fire, and he 
died from his injuries a few hours later. 

The house is valued at $30,000. and will be 
a total loss. Much of the furniture and valu- 
able bric-a-brac is ruined. The family were 
not here, Alfred Wilkinson being at his office 
and his mother in Europe.

ELOQUENTSPEECHES BY ELOQUENT 
YOUNG GEORGIANS. 
John Temple Graves’s Eulogy of His Friend. 
Mr. Hemphill’s Introduction and 
Colonel Camp's Address.

[Special.]—It was Grady Memorial Day at 
Chautauqua! 

The solemnity of the occasion was felt by 
every one.

Such mottes, written in wreaths of flowers,as 
“Grady Yet Lives in Chautauqua,” “We 
Mourn Our Dead,” ete., bespoke the feelings 
of the vast concourse of people, gathered to 
witness and participate in the exercises.

The rostrum at the grand tabernacle. was 
beautifully and tastefully decorated with the 
choicest flowers, and in the center above all 
else was a handsome picture of Georgia’s la- 
mented son, painted by Mrs. Gregory, of At- 
lanta. Just under this in immense letters 
were the letters, ‘*‘H. W. G.”’? The picture was 
draped in mourning. All the surroundings be- 


spoke the solemn occasion. 
The Exercises. 

The exercises were opened at 3:15 o’clock 
with in memoriam, “‘Restin Peace,” beauti- 
fully rendered by the Weber band. _ 

The memorial occasion was fittingly intro- 
duced by a touching and pathetic prayer by 
Rev. T. R. Kendall, of Macon. Mr. Ken- 
dall’s prayer was filled with glowing senti- 
ment when he referred te the life and death of

has frequently sang at Chautauqua, but she 
certainly never reached such pathos befere. 
Mi. HEMPHILL’S INTRODUCTION. 

The introductory address was delivered by 

Mr. W. A. Hemphill, and speaks for itself. 


Mr. Hemphill said. 

We have met today to pay honor to the man who 
founded the Piedmont Chautauqua. It is exceed- 
ingly appropriate that this day should be set apart 
to the memory of H. W. Grady. We cannot pay 
him too much honor. He was, indeed, a states- 
man. a writer, an editor, and aman of genius; 
but, I do not wish to call your attention to these 
quilities today. I want you to _remember 
him for his philanthrophy; I want 
to speak to you today about his love for his fellow- 
men, and for this I love and admire him more. He 
Was the most unselfish man lever knew. He was 
never applied to for help in vain. Money was olf 
no use to himifhe could not spend or give it 
away. Inestablishing this Chautauqua he gave 
£5,000 to complete these magnificent buildings. 
In maintaining it the first year he paid” the 
teachers $2,500, the amount of their salaries, out 
of his own pocket. JI hold in my hand the lastnote 
he wrote me. It was for me to give a position toa 
young man of his acquaintance. He makes this 
statement: “I willsign his bond for $1,000,” he 
gays. ‘it means starvation to his family, if you do 
not employ him. Give him the piace, my friend, 
my partner.” 

Tie poor will miss him—especially the 
children. His petidea was to establish a home 
for about twenty boys who had no home, and the 
expense of this home he wanted to pay himself, 
and look after these waifs, but he was cut down 
before he could put his plan into execution. 

One writer speaks of him thus: 


He lives to alla fragrance, 
An influence potent and sweet, 

A charm that prevails in the stillness 
Of hoine, er the noise of the street. 


His voice, though no longer uplifted 
In tones that appeal to the heart, 
Still echoes, with a magical sweetness, 
In household, and hamlet and mart. 


Another friend whom he had assisted, writes : 


In pathways lowly, 
This man, whose dust ye count as holy, 
Met me, a traveler of the years. 
And reached his strong right hand—a brother, 
Saying: “Mankind should love each other,” 
And 80 I shared and felt his love; 
And now my heart its grief expresses, 
As comes from out lone wildernesses

The happiest moment of mney & W. Grady’s life, 
was about three years ago, when he suggested the 
giving of a Christmas dinner tothe newsbovs of 
Atlanta. When several hundred of these little 
hard-working fellows were gathered in a large 
room, around a table laden with everything that 
was ood, their eyes brightened, their faces were 
wreathed with smiles at so much to make them 
happy, but the happiest face was that of Henry 
Grady. :

n closing will recite the story of Abou Ben Adhem

Although Mr. Graves is in feeble health, his 
eulogy was an excellent one. Many say that 
it was equal to, and probably better, than the 
opera house speech of his which was go elo- 
quent and so touchingly beautiful.

Ladies and Gentlemen: This is the hour of

~ When a great life passes to its last reward we 
measure its merits first by our falling tears, but 
afterward we mark its value by the faith and 
diligence that wrought achievements, and we set 
its fame uj; on their grandeur and endurance. 

For the second time I stand with you beside the 
memories this noble name evokes.

WHAT OPENING UP THE OCMULGEE 


Rejoicing in Macon Over the Appropriation. 
New Draw Bridges Building—The 
News of Macon. 


people of Macon are much pleased with the 
news that comes from Washington city that 
congress has passed the bill appropriating 
$30,000 for work on the Ocmulgee river for the 
first year between Macon and Hawkinsville, 
Other appropriations will be made as the work 
progresses. The work of opening the Ocmulgee 
river for navigation from Macon to Hawkins- 
ville will begin at once, and it is confidently 
expected that boats will be running to Macon 
by January 1, 1891. 

The work on the river will be under the 
direction of Chief Engineer Carter. 

The main credit of the work in making 
navigation to Macon possible is due to 
Messrs. R. M. Rogers and George T. Harris, 
the energetic and able committee of the Macon 
board of trade. : 

It has been stated in the papers thata rep- 
resentative from Hawkinsville had gone to 
Washington city and had the government ex- 
tend the time one year for converting the county 
bridge over the Ocmulgee river at Hawkins- 
ville, intoa draw. The government had orig- 
inally ordered the work to be done by July Ist, 
last. The bridge is naturally high, and 
by aising it twelve or fifteen feet 
steamers can pass under it without letting 
down their smokestacks. ~Under this repre- 
sentation the government modified its order 
and agreed that the bridge could be raised in- 
stead of being converted into a draw, but the 
government held that if the bridge 
proved an obstruction to the passage of 
boats at any time, then Pulaski county 
must change the bridge into a draw. Con- 
gressman Blount agreed to the amendment. 

THE ConsTiTuTIon is informed that the 
East Tennessee road is going ahead to 
change into a draw its bridge nine 
miles below Macon. The material for 
the work has already been laid at the 
bridge. The Covington, and Macon 
road will change its bridge at Macon intoa 
draw by plans furnished to it by Engineer 
Carter. To change these bridges into draws 
will cost from $10,000 to $12,000 each. 


MACON’S TRADES’ DISPLAY. 


Over Two Miles of Floats Already En- 
listed for the Parade. 

Macon, Ga., August 21.—[{Special.]—The 
merchants and business men of Macon had 
another meeting this afternoon in regard to 
the great trades’ display to take place during 
the next state fair. The meeting was held at 
the board of trade rooms at 5 o’clock. The 
committee appointed Tuesday to select names 
for oflicers of the association reported the fol- 
lowing: J. F. Hanson, president; Roff Sims, 
first vice president; John T. Boifeuillett, 
second vice president; J. Van, third vice 
president; F. H. Richardson, fourth vice 
president; W. N. Ross, grand marshal; Tom

| And Tells a Decidedly Interesting Story of 
How He Became So, 
Asytum, Ga., August 21.—[Special.]—It is 


doubtful if there is more than one patient of 


the 1,600 now confined in the asylum who will 
admit that heisinsane. Many of them can 
see the insanity of others and extend sympathy 
to them, but there are none scarcely who will 
own their own misfortune. 

The solitary exception to this rule was found 
the other day seated on 1 stump, in Powell 
park, drinking in the flower-flavored atmos- 
phere and lamenting the fact that he was to 
die in an insane asylum. If there is anything 
humorous in the delusions of a poor demented 
human being, he would have certainly 
provoked laughter; but, to a sympathetic 
nature, there is nothing funny in such a scene. 

He appeared to be about forty years old, was 
neatly dressed, pussessed keen wit and his con- 
versation, outside of his hobby, was, flavored 
with a humor that would have fitted a well 
balanced and trained intellect. He beckoned 
your correspondent to share his seat on the log 
and began to unfold his pitiful ‘‘tale of woe.’’ 

He toid how he became insane and the con- 
trolling desire of his life is to convince his wife 
that he is not adangerous character. His con- 
versation was often flavored with a ‘‘dam,”’ 
which wassometimes strengthened by a prefix, 
ri — the regret he had for “turning 
ool,’ 

In explaining his condition before he went 
deranged, he said: ‘‘I was justabout as smart 
as the average man in our country, and had 
the prettiest woman for a wife that ever lived. 
She loved me and I loved her, and we were 
always happy until I turned d—d fool and 
went crazy ; now she won’t let me coine home. 
The way I happened to go crazy was this: We 
had a fine plantation, and one day while I was 
about half drunk I sold it. I did wrong to 
sell it, but I ought not to have been 
fool enough to let it run me crazy. -1’ll forget 
all abotit the bad trade I made, but I'll never 
forgive myself for geing crazy overa d—d old 
plantation; I had no business doing that, and 
ought to have left that off. I woul n’t mind 
being crazy if-it wasn’t for dying here and 
being buried in that d—d state grave yard. 

He talked in this strain for probably an hour 
and, while he is allowed to go almost anywhere 
about the building, a strange impulse keeps 
him from running away, although his whole 
mind is bent on escaping a ‘‘state burial’ and 
in convincing his wife that he is not dangerous, 
so she will allow him to come home. 

As your correspondent left him he said: 
*Pardner, I’ve told you the truth about my 
wife being pretty. She is the prettiest, smart- 
est and most sensible woman I ever saw in my 
life, but d—d if her old husband didn’t go 
crazy overa d—d old no ‘count plantation,” 
and he said it with an air and emphasis that 
suggested that her husband had committed a 
crime in submitting his reason to the will of 
providence.

VOLUNTARY MANSLAUGHTER. 


George Cleary Has a Commitment Trial at 
Sylvania. 

S¥YLvAnta, Ga., August 21.—[Special.]—The 
commitment trial in the case of the state ys. 
George W. Cleary, charged with murder, was 
held here on Monday and Tuesday before 
Justices Hollingsworth, Lovett and Hall. 

John G. Harris,a United States deputy 
marshal, got intoa fight with George Cleary 
and his son John at an alliance picnic at 
Oliver, in this county, on the 25thof July 
last, in which Harris was killed, being struck 
by five bullets, and young Cleary seriously 
wounded. 

George Cleary was arrested that evening, 
and the coroner held an inquest on 
the body of the dead marshal next 
day, when Cleary was discharged. 
Harris’s friends, however, were not satisfied 
with the verdict, and raised 9 fund to prose- 
cute the case further. Judge H. D. D. Twiggs, 
of Augusta, and D. H. Clarke, of Effingham, 
were employed for the state, and Messrs. Deil 
Wade and Oliver Humphries, of this place, by 
Cleary. 

Nearly one hundred and fifty witnesses were 
summoned on the two sides. The case was 
fought stubbornly for two days, and would 
doubtless have gone on a day or two more but 
opposing counsel held a consultation and 
agreed to let it go up to the superior court on a 
charge of voluntary manslaughter, allowing 
Cleary to give bond for his appearance then. 
This was fixed by the court at $2,000, and was 
given. 

The people in the lower part of the county 
are very much stirred up over the matter, and 
the case has caused more excitement and feel- 
ing than any that has ever come into our 
courts.

THE BONDS ARE READY TO BE PUT 
OUT, 
Sut a Contemplated Injunction Stops Them 
—Mayor Glenn Says the Works Will 
Certainly Be Built, 


Will Atlanta ever have new waterworks ? 

And where is that quarter million of new 
waterworks bonds? 

Two questions Atlantians are constantly 
asking just nows 

Both can be quickly answered. 

Atlanta will have new waterworks—and 
mighty soon, too, at that. 

The bonds have been disposed of by the 
finance committee at par, but: have not yet 
been issued. 

Tile tardiness in issuing the bonds is due to 
a contemplated injunction. 

When the question of waterworks bonds 
was submitted to the people, only a small vote 
was cast. The smallness of the vote produced 
a controversy as to the legality of the bonds 
authorized by the election, and the city 
attorney was called upon for his opinion. “em 

That gentleman said that the laws govern- 
ing such elections had been complied with and 
that the bonds were legal. 

Then there was some talk of an injunction 


and for two or three weeks nothing was done. 


Finally the general council passed a resolu- 
tion authorizing the finance committee to issue 
the bonds and dispose of them. 

Almost instantly the comimittee’s chairman, 
Mr. Inman, received an offer for the entire 
issue, the bidder agreeing to take the $250,000 
of 4 per cents at par. 

Then in a day or two Captain W. D. Ellis 
gave it out that he had been employed to file 
an injunction against the bonds. 

This was just what Mayor Glenn and the 
genera] council wanted. 

The injunction would settle absolutely the 
legality of the election and the validity of the 
bonds. 

Captain Ellis did not divulge the name of his 
client, but it is generally understood that itis 
Mrs. Gavan. 

And just here iswhere the battle | between 
the bonds and the injunction has refed for 
some time and where it will probably Yemain 
until October when the supreme court/ meets. 

‘You see,’’ said Mayor Glenn, discussing the 
matter yesterday, ‘“‘we can’t tell just what to 
do at present.” 

‘‘Has the injunction been applied for?” 

‘I think not. In fact, I may safely say that 
it has not, because I have not been notified. 
Captain Ellis was in no hurry about it as the 
supreme court does not meet until October.’’ 

‘‘What has that todo with it?”’. 

“Allin the world. Hadhe not have filed 
the bill weeks ago it could not have gotten to 
the supreme court any sooner than ifhe files 
itnext month. Ifthe courts here decide the 
case against the city, we will take the case to 
the supreme court and I presume that is Cap- 
tain El}lis’s position, too. 

‘‘Naturaily the city don’t want to issue the 
bonds if there is any question about them. 
That would injure their value materially. 

“You may say,’’ continued the mayor, ‘‘that 
the waterworks cannot be built ina day, a 
week, a month ora year. It will require time 
to select the route, purchase the supplies and 
all that.” < 

‘But when will Atlanta get the works ?”’ 

*‘Just as soon as this question is settled. In 
the meantime the people need not be afraid of 
the water We are now using. Since the trouble 
began I have been watching the situation 
closely. Ihave had an analysisof the water 
made évery day simply to protect the people 
of Atlanta from any harm, andI tell you 
uothing hurtful has been found in the water. 

Here is a scheme adyocated by a prominent 
Atlantian and an ex-imayor: 

“Let’s buy, say $150,000 of pipe, paying 
£50,000 cash and the balahce on time. Then 
put the county chaingang and the county 
hands to work on it. _ For this we can pay out 
ofthe city treasury, and during that time the 
validity of the bonds can be determined.” —_

POLK COUNTY IS DRY, 
Judge Maddox's Decisiontn a Case of Great 
Interest. 

CEDARTOWN, Ga., August 21.—{Special.]— 
A rather anomalous case was decided in our 
superior court by aruling of Judge Maddox, 
and a directed verdict of the jury a few dad¥}s 
aco, 

At the Jast session of our legislature a bill 
was passed prohibiting the sale of liquors in 
Polk county. <A few days later at the same 
session a new charter, in the nature of an 
amendment tothe old charter, was granted 
the city of Cedartown, in which the power 
was delegated to the town council to regulate, 
restrict or prohibit the sale of intoxicating 
liquors in the city of Cedartown. 

A difference of opinion arose as to whether 
this clause in said new charter, passed a few 
days after the prohibition bill, repealed the 
prohibition bill and left the liquor question in 


‘the hands of the city council as to the city of 


Cedartown. 

Mr. A. Dougherty, with the affirmative 
wiew, applied to the city council for license to 
sell liquor in Cedartown, which was granted, 
the council requiring Mr. Dougherty to take 
the risk of the legality of the license and re- 
lease them and the town from all liability. 
The license was issued at $1,000 for one year, 
the city council agreeing te refund pro rata to 
Mr. Dougherty if the license was held illegal. 

Mr. Dougherty was indicted, and on trial 
tendered in evidence his license issued as 
aforesaid. 

The state objected and Judge Maddox sus- 


‘tained the objection, holding that the passage 


of the charter for Cedartown by the legislature 
a few days after the passage of the prohibition 
bill for Polk county did not repeal said bill, 
aud could not have been so intended by the 
legislature; that the language in the clause 
of the new charter giving the city council the 
right to regulate, restrict or prohibit the sale 
of liquor was the same asin the old charter, 
and evidently taken from it, and only 
put in to make the charter com- 
plete in that particular when needed; 
that the prohibition bill could not be repealed 
in that incidental way, but that a bill for such 
a purpose should refer to the prohibition bill. 

A fine of $25 only was-imposed, because Mr. 
Dougherty had a license. 

The case will go to the supreme court and be 
watched with a great deal of interest. Judge 
Gober, who held court here for Judge Maddox 
last week, charged the grand jury on this ques- 
tion on a line with Judge Maddox’s ruling in 
this case. 

So, Polk isa prohibition county again and 
Will remain so unless the sgpreme court re- 
verses the decision of the court below.

BLED TO DEATH. 


MR. THAD DOWD SEIZED WITH 
HEMORRHAGE OF THE LUNGS. 


He Is Attacked While at Work and Dies 
Within Five Minutes, Before Assist- 
ance Could Reach Him.

Mr. Thad Dowd died very suddenly shortly 
after noon yesterday. | 

He was siezed with hemorrhage of the lungs 
and died in about five minutes after the first 
attack. 

Mr. Dowd’s sudden death was a shock and 
surprise to all who knew him. 

He had not been in vigorous health for sev- 
eral years past, but has always been able to 
continue his daily work.

He had been down stairs about fifteen or 
twenty minutes, when he came up stairs spit- 
ting blood. He was very pale, and too weak 
to talk. 

Staggering a few feet from the stairway to 
the side of one of the workmen, he exclaimed: 

‘‘Help me—hold me up a little.” 

Before his appeal could be answered, he 
sank to the floor of the mill, never uttering 
another word. 

When he fell the blood gushed in large 
streams from his mouth and nostrils. He was 
placed on a bench in an adjoining room and a 
physician telephoned for. Dr. Stevens and 
Dr. Orme both responded promptly, but before 
either reached the nian’s side he had died from 
loss of Dlood.

A LITTLE RIM OF STEEL. 


All There Is Between a Railroad Passenger 
and Eternity. 


From the Kansas City Star. 

*T’]1 tell you what it is,’ remarked an old 
railroadman today, “it used to be that they 
couldn’t turn a wheel any too fast for me, but 
it’s different now. The way these fellows run 
now-a-days makes my hair stand onend. We 
used to think that twenty-five or thirty miles 
an hour was high running. People were just 
as well satisfied, if not more so, than now, and 
there weren’t so many accidents. Those days 
when a man got on the ground there was some 
chance of his getting away alive; but when 
you touch ground on one of these fast trains 
now you're mighty liable tostay there. People 
are getting to look upon a mile a minute asa 
common thing, and are just bowling mad at 
a road that does not make it. They never stop 
to think of the danger. Allthey think about 
is getting to their destination. 

“Why, when I stop and think of being 
whirled across the country fifty or sixty miles 
an hour, down hills and around curves, with 
only aninehend a hatf of irun between me and 
eternity, I get so scared I swear never to get 
on a coach again. WhatdoI mean by an inch 
and a half of iron? Well, you know what a 
passenger coach is, don’t you? You know 
how they are built. A coach is a pretty solid 
thing nowadays, and to look atone a person 
would think they were pretty safe, but that’s 
because you don’t know anything about it. 
The coach itself is all right as far as it goes, 
but it’s the wheels. Did you ever look at the 
wheels? If you did you may have noticed 
how they’re made. <A good size, broad enough 
and heavy enough, and with atire of the 
finest kind of steel. But on the inside of the 
tire you see asort ofrim or flange. That 
flange is about aninch andahaif thick and 
about the same depth, It doesn’t look as if it 
amounted to much, that little piece of steel, 
but that’s just what the lives of all the pas- 
sengers depend upon. That flange keeps the 
wheel tothe railand keeps the eeach from 
running off the track. 

“Well, now, when thetrainis going fifty 
miles an hour around acurve you see how 
much depends upon that flange. The whole 
weight and speed of the train are against that 
flange on one side, the outside curve, and it is 
allthat keeps the coach from whirling from 
the track.- Suppose the flange broke, or as is 
often the case, was worn down and been missed 
by the car inspector. The chances are ten to 
one that the flange couldn’t hold, but would 
climb the rail and there’d be another accident. 
The reporters would be told the rails spread 
or something of that kind, and no one but the 
company would know what caused the acci- 
dent. 

“There are a good many accidents that 
happen that way, but it doesn’t appear to be 
any of the public’s business. Asa general 
rule a coach wheel is watched mighty closely, 
and the minute a flange begins to wear new 
ones are put on, but many a time an inspector 
will miss a wheel, and then the chances are 
big that there’]l be an accident.”’

One of Bellamy’s Colonies. 
From The Baltimore Sun. 

Secretary Ernest B. Gaston, of the socialistic 
and co-operative company recently organized 
in Des Moines, Ia., on the ideas suggested in 
Bellamy’s ‘‘Looking Backward,’’ has gone to 
Louisiana to look for a location tor the colony. 
A report is to be submitted to the members of 
the company and the location determined by a 
majority vote. -The projectors have decided that 
the new south offers the most promising field, 
and it is expected that New Iberia, in the 
southern part of Louisiana, where there is 
said to bea large body of fertile land to be 
sold cheap, will be selected for the experi- 
ment. About ten families are expected to 
go from Des Moines, Mr. Gaston says, by 
the middle of October, and there will be 
fifteen more from other localities. In ex- 
plaining the principles on which they pro- 
pose to operate the colony, Mr. Gaston said: 

‘‘Under our plan the manof simple tastes 
can work enough to satisfy his desires and the 
others will be compelled to work as much 
more as their tastes are more expensive, No 
restrictions are placed uponthe manner in 
which any member may use his earnings 
except that he cannot use them tooppress some 
other member. He cannot buy company land 
and charge the company or any member 
thereof rental. He may not loan at interest 
to the company or any member ‘thereof. He 
may not engage in private production for 
profit, employ his fellow-members and make 
a profit off of their work, but he may use it in 
any manner that gives him pleasureand harms 
no one else. As to the details of our organiza- 
tion, we are organized into a joint stock com- 
pany; our declared object is, as far as possible, 
to secure the organization of a society 
wherein between the members it shall 
be unlawful to take interest, profit 
or rent; where all labor shal] be systematized 
and shall be paid its full value; where the 
administration of affairs shall be democratic 
and fully within thecontrol of the members. 
Wives of members are entitled to become 
members, but have no vote. There will bea 
schedule of rates of wages fixed according to 
the kind of labor, skill required and the laws 
of supply and demand. The company will 
keep a store, at which purchases may be made 

with company’s time checks. There will be 

no other store permitted. No member of the 

company may employ any other mewber ex- 

cept as a physician, minister or domestic.”’

Atianta’s Water Supply. 
Atlanta sorely needs a ey water 
supply, and she is going to have it. 
Carrying out a policy outlined by THE 
CoNsTITUTION over a year ago, and ably 
advocated by Mayor Glenn in his inaug- 
ural address, the city council has twice 
presented the matter to the citizens of 
Atlanta, in elections called for the pur- 
pose of voting on waterworks bonds. 
The decision of the Albany water 
works bond case seemed to put the 
validity of the bonds under the first 
election in grave doubt, and the council 
very properly ordered another election. 
Notwithstanding the urgent appedis of 
the council, daily pressed and reiterated 
by Tue ConstiruTion, the people of 
Atlanta failed to realize the vital ‘neces- 
sity for prompt action, and the registra- 
tion the second time was not as large 
as it should have been. When the 
matter came to a vote only 1,608 ballots 
were cast, though an overwhelming ma- 
jority of them was for the issuance of 
bonds—fairly showing.that if the full 
registration had voted, at least two-thirds 
would have cast their ballots for water 
bonds. Upon this the city council 
decided to issue bonds to the authorized 
amount of $250,000, and begin work at 
once upon the extension of: the water- 
works mains towards the Chattahoochee 
river. _ Following this up, the council 
arranged with Atlanta’ banks to take the 
whole issue at par. But forthe spring- 
ing anew of the question of the validity 
of the bonds, the money would have 


been realized on them and work would 5 


have been in progress before now. 
Pending a test of the bonds, of course, 
it is impracticable to realize on them, 


‘and the work must wait on the decision 


of the court. The final hearing will be 
in the supreme court early in October, 
and if the decision is favorable, the 
bonds will be immediately cashed, and 
the work begun without 
surveys have been made long ago, and 
everything is in shape to push the work 
as soon as the validity of the bonds is 
established. 

Should the decision be adverse, an- 
other ejection will be ordered as early as 
a legal notice can be completed. 

Atlanta is suffering for water, but the 
present suffering is due to an unforseen 
accident which was out of the range of 
human calculation. But for the burning 
of the cotton seed oil mills, and the 
precipitation of 250,000 gallons of oil into 
the reservoir, there would not now be 
any serious cause of complaint. That 
cannot be charged to the city council, 
They have done their duty, and had the 
people availed themselves fully of the 
two opportunities pressed upon their at- 
tention by the city council and Tue 
CONSTITUTION, they would not now be 
annoyed by the delay caused by a legal 
test. If an election could be held today, 
the peopie of Atlanta would rise up en 
masse and put their seal of approval on 
the bonds. We have only to regret that 
they did not do so before, but we hope, 
inasmuch as an overwhelming majority 
of those who voted were in favor of the 
bonds, the supreme court will see its 
way clear to establish their validity. 

In the meantime, let us keep cool 
and make the most of the situation. 


The Truth About Oklahoma, 

It appears that there is no great distress 
in Oklahoma, after all. The Oklahoma 
Chief, a newspaper which assumes to repre- 
sent the sentiment of.the people there, de- 
clares that the appeal which was made to 
congress for a relief fund is an insult to the 
people, who are in no need of government 
assistance. 

In the course of a long article on the sub- 
ject, The Oklahoma Chief says that the 
whole affair—the appeal for aid—is a repub- 
lican scheme to secure votes.’ Over one- 
third cf the republican voters in Okiahoma 
are negroes who were colonized for political 
purposes. They were paupers when they 
were sent there, and have continued im- 
provident and lazy. 

Then, it is said, there is a class of white 
settlers from Kansas who are content to fold 
their hands and eat the bread of charity. 
These men, likewise, vote the republican 
ticket—for pay—and unless their pay comes 
regularly they frighten the leaders by threats 
of bolting. We quote from the local news- 
paper as follows: 

The republican bosses in Guthrie and King- 
fisher became greatly alarmeda couple of weeks 
before the late election because the two classes of 
Voters above described lent a willing ear to the 
Union Labor and Farmers’ Alliance advocates. It 
began to look as though a large numberof negroes 

vould vote the people’s ticket, and as many of the 

whites belonged to the alliance, it was believed 
they would desert the republican party almost to 
@ ian, unless something was done to stop the 
BStauipede. The bosses flew té Governor Steele. 
What was to do must be done quickly. ‘The goy- 
erner anc the bosses hit upon a most happy 
scheme. That scheme was this $45,000 appropria- 
tion from congress. The politicians scattered 
throwgh the black jacks and northern Oklahoma 
and promised every man who would vote the re- 
publican ticket enough* money from the govern- 
mentto winter on. They gaye the governor's 
pledge to pull the appropriation through. 


This seems to be the true state of affairs 

in Oklahoma, and to the credit of tiie good 
people of that section, be it said, they have 
had the pride and manfiness to enter their

representative newspaper brands the whole 
affair as infamous, and dismisses it in these 


words: | 

The destitute negroes and charity rustiers from 
southwest Kansas will clamor loudly for this 
$45,000 appropriation, but they should not have it. 
It is better for Oklahoma that they be starved out 
or goto work. The people of Oklahoma are self- 


respecting. They would scorn to touch this cor- : 


ruption fund of Steele and his henchmen. They 
have nothing but condemnation for his action, 

This ought to settle it. But if the repub- 
lican congress can be made to believe that 
this appropriation would benefit the party, 
it will doubtless be forthcoming. That is 
the pity of it. 


New York Getting Anxious. 

New York is getting anxious over the out- 
look for the world’s fair, and she is saying 
some very sharp things about the way the 
work is going backward in Chicago. The 
whole country has grown weary of the 
squabble in which the Chicago people are 
engaged over the site, and New York sug- 
gests that she either proceed with the work 
without further wrangling, or resign the 
contract and admit that she is unable to 
perform it. 

There is some reason inthis. The local 
newspapers declare that no progress has 
been made since the contract was awarded ; 
and as we have stated on former occasions, 
when this question came up for discussion, 
Chicago is in disgrace before the whole 
country, and the honor and dignity of 
America is at stake. 

The Buffalo Express charges that Chicago 
has deceived the country. ‘‘She said she 
had an ideal site for the world’s fair, and 
she led congress to suppose that the minute 
she got the fair millions would pour into her 
lap.’”’ The Express claims that the whole 
civilized world is laughing at us, and adds: 

The house of representatives has little to do 
just now. There is time for debate ona bill to 
repeal the world’s fair law. Representative Far- 
quhar would be a good man to introduce such a 
bill, for Buffalo is as disinterested as any city in 
the country. New York’s fifteen millions still 
could be madeavailable for the fairin a few 
weeks, A-site betterthan Chicago has proposed 
could be made ready for use atonce. We believe 
thatif the question were brought up again in 
congress the fair would be taken from Chicago 
and given to New York by an almost unanimous 


vote. 
This is getting down to busingss, and may 


have a good effect. If Chicago thought 
there was any real danger of losing the 
fair she would go to work in earnest and 
discord and strife would cease. If New 
York gets in earnest over the matter it will 
do more to facilitate the work than anything 
which could be devised. 


Give Us Rapid Transit. 

We printed yesterday an editorial con- 
tributed by Mr. Pleasant A. Stovall to The 
Augusta Chronicle, descriptive of the dis- 
appearance of the short, little Texas street- 
car mule from the suburban line that leads 
from Augusta to Dublin. 

The article was reproduced in these col- 
umns, not alone on account of its genial 
humor, but to point a moral that is of im- 
portance in the neighborhood of Atlanta. 
The humor of Mr. Stovall's editorial is 
admirable, but the practical fact that it sets 
forth is very serious. That practical fact is 
‘hat Augusta has had the energy, the enter- 


| prise and the foresight to do away with its 


horse cars, which, in this age of steam and 
electricity, are as far behind the demands of 
the public as the stage coach. 

We are in the habit of dwelling on the 
progress of Atlanta in a boastful way, but 
in this direction, which is the most import- 
ant of all to the busy men and women of 
the busiest city in the country, we are far 
behind Augusta, which has dispensed with 
its horse and mule cars, 

The+ contrast between Atlanta and 
Augusta in this particular respect gives a 
serious and a painful touch to Mr, Stovall’s 
editorial. While-the people of Augusta are 
gliding along in cars propelled by electricity, 
more than half of the peaple of Atlanta are 
compelled to depend on cars hauled by 
horses and mules. Apart from the discom- 
fort and disadvantage of such a fossilived 
system, the spectacle is not a pleasant one. 
During the summer, indeed, it has been 
peculiarly distressing. People who demand 
and who desire rapid transit, and who are 
ready to pay for it, have been compelled to 
creep to and from their business in the lum- 
bering horse cars, and wateh the drivers 
frail and flay their panting mules and 
horses. 

There is nothing entertaining in all this, 
and if it is persisted in it will be found to be 
immensely unprofitable to the companies 
who are engaged in the business. There 
have been great improvements in the sys- 
tem of electric transit. It is no longer an 
experiment; it is a success. It isin opera- 
tion in various eities of the country, and has 
given entire satisfaction. 

The people of Atlanta are entitled to all 
the benefits of rapid transit, and the cor- 
porations that are standing in the way of it 
are not only placing tremendous obstacles in 
the way of Atlanta’s progress and pros- 
perity, but are injuring themselves, 


The Muddie-Head Contest. 

There is a spirited competition among a 
half dozen or more of our northern republi- 
can contemporaries as to which shall print, 
day inand day out, the greatest mass of 
muddled misinformation about the south 
and things southern. To say that this com- 
petition is amusing isto givea very faint 
and vague idea of its real nature. 

We had supposed that the championship 
in the heated contest would be awarded to 
Pecksniff Shepard, of The Mailand Ex- 
press, but The Chicago Inter-Ocean and 
The Boston Advertiser are running him a 
very close race, In tht midst of their per- 
spiring muddle in regard to the south it is 
natural that Te Constitution should 
come in for a large share of their attention. 

Not many days ago Pecksniff Shepard 
printed a story about the managing editor 
of THE CONSTITUTION—an alleged sketch 
of his career—that was a lie from beginning 
toend. It was such an enormous lie that 
even Pecksniff Shepard must have felt un- 
comfortable when hesaw itin print.

“Its advertising patronage and 
its subscription lists - dwindled.” Then, 
‘anxious to reinstate itself with its demo- 
cratic constituency, THe CONSTITUTION 
raised the color line in Georgia, and, for the 
past two years has indulged itself in advo- 
cating the absolute proscription of the col- 
ored people from voting. In order to sup- 
press any independent movement at home, 
it has also advocated the same course to- 
ward white people who had any political 
affiliation with the blacks, the result being 
that some prominent white republicans, who 
have still maintained that principle and 
during all the years since the war have 
never felt a social ban, have ecently been 
subjected to this added mortification on ac- 
count of their political ideas.’’ 

And to all this The Advertiser adds: 
‘‘The new convert is proverbially the great- 
est radical, and Tuer CONSTITUTION has 
carried the color line farther than it was 
ever thought of beforein Georgia. As a 
result, very few white men can be found 
who desire, for the sake of political princi- 
ple, to withstand the prejudice thus aroused, 
and the republican party is therefore practi- 
cally disbanded as an organization.” 

We think The Boston Advertiser is un- 
doubtedly entitled to the blue ribbon in this 
contest between the muddle-heads. The 
excuse for the lie which Pecksniff Shepard 
printed is that it was based on acaseof mis- 
taken identity, but thereisabsolutely no ex- 
cuse for the statements which we have taken 
from The Boston Advertiser—unless, in- 
deed, they are written by an ignoramous 
who has just been imported from some 
foreign country. 

Since the present editor of Tur CownsTI- 
TUTION took charge of its columns nearly 
fifteen years ago, this paper has. never 
ceased to urge, on the part of the south, a 
policy of justice and kindness to the ne- 
groes, and it has never ceased to denounce 
every attempt on the part of the republican 
shysters and corruptionists to draw the 
colorline. It has endeavored toshow the 
negroes that neither the government nor the 
republican party can give them the confi- 
dence and respect of their fellow-citizens; 
that everything they hope to do must be the 
result of their own efforts, assisted by the 
friendly consideration of the southern 
whites; and that whatever problem their 
present condition presents must be worked 
out in hope and patience and with 
mutual forbearance by both races. So 
far as Tui CONSTITUTION is concerned, the 
writer in The Advertiser has resorted to 
deliberate misrepresentation. 

That there has been a change of feeling in 
the south during the past two years, and that 
THE CONSTITUTION has faithfully retlected 
that change is undoubtedly true. But there 
has been no change whatever in the friendly 
attitude of the whites toward the negroes. 
When Mr. Harrison entered the white 
house, the south had been enjoying a period 
of unexampled prosperity. Both whites and 
blacks were happy and contented. The 
Cleveland. administration, firm, just and 
honest, seemed tovhave settled the status of. 
affairs, and the south looked forward with 
some hope and assurance that they would 
continue to be free from the hectoring and 
bullying of the sectionalists and bloody- 
shirt apostles. The time seemed to le 
thoroughly ripe fora season of peace and 
reconciliation and a shifting of issues from 
sectional questions growing out. of the war 
to those of more general importance. 

Whatever change has been brought about 
in the south is due to the rank and violent 
sectionalism that has been made_ the princi- 
pal poiicy of the Harrison administration. 
Narrow, ‘selfish, bigoted and unpatriotic, 
this administration has devoted itself almost 
wholly to the work of reviving at the north 
the spirit of prejudice that rendered re- 
construction legislation possible. 

Such persistent and unpatriotic efforts of 
the administration to make political capital 
for the republican party could not possibly 
go on without to some extent reviving at the 
south the temper that prevailed during the 
reconstruction era. Human nature is human 
nature, and sectional attacks on the south 
are certain to be resented. 


Governor Hill and the Pinkertons,

Not long since we encountered a scurrilons 
critticism of Oglethorpe, the founder of Geor- 
gia. Very often our wisest statesmen and 
best patriots are assailed with vigor and vitu- 
peration. Washington did not escape such at- 
tacks. Jackson was berated and badgered by 
unscrupulous partisans to his dying day. 

Oglethorpe had his faults, but after all he 
was a grand man, whose planting of the colony 
of Georgia was prompted by the purest philan- 
thropy. i 

In the continental wars of the last century 
he won distinction as one of the most trusted 
lieutenants of Eugene and Marlborough, but 
nowhere did he render better service to his 
country than on the western continent. It is 
more than probable that the infant colony of 
Georgia would have been destroyed by a Span- 
ish invasion but for his far-sighted states- 
manship. 

He very easily secured the friendship of 
Tomochichi, and in 1739, negotiated a treaty 
with the lower Creeks at Cusseta, an 
Indian town, three miles below 
the present city of Columbus. The 
existing southern and western boundaries of 
Georgia, as far north as the Cherokee lands, 
were fixed by the terms of that treaty. 

Oglethorpe, with a small military escort, 
traversed the state from east to west, crossing 
by means of canbes or rafts the Ogechee, Al- 
tamcha, Oconee,Ochmulgee, Flint and Chatta- 
hoochee rivers. Both Pickett, in his ‘‘History 
of Alabama,” and Stevens, in his ‘History of 
Georgia,’”’ furnish us with interesting details 
of this important transaction. At a later pe- 
riod he was offered the command of the Brit- 
ish forces during the American revolution. 
This position he declined, probably because of 
his sympathy for the struggling colonies. 


In the wag.of the Spanish succession the 
earl of Petersborough was the most. 
figure amongst the English leaders. Macaulay 
says of him that in military matters he was a 
full match for Charles XII, of Sweden, but 
more “polite, learned and amorous.” 

Some of his victories seem the work of 
magic. He was a desperate fighter and had

GOV. GORDON'S ANTI-SUBTREASURY 


Speech Was Widely Discussed on 
: All Sides. 


MR. CORPUT AND THE EXCHANGE. 


The Report of the Committee--- 
Other Matters of Interest. 


The last day of the state alliance conven- 
tion was productive of two interesing sen- 
gations, and all day long these two were 
topics for talk among the alliancemen. 

The first of these was the unanimous en- 
dorsement by the convention of the St. 
Louis platform, carrying with it, of course, 
the unanimous endorsement of the subtreas- 
ury plan of the alliance. 

The second was the report of the com-

jority, the governor’s speech was & chal- 
lenge to a test of strength between him- 
self and the alliance—at least between 
himself and the alliance leaders. 

During the morning the statement was 
made by an alliance leader -that the state 
alliance would demand of every allianceman 
in the legislature that he vote for no can- 
didate for the senate who did not stand 
squarely on the alliance platform, . sub- 
treasury and all. 

The reports farnished by the secretary 
and the press committee contain no mention 
of any formal action upon the matter of 
senatorship. But they do show that the 
Georgia State Alliance, by a unanimous 
vote, endorses the national platform adopted

at St. Louis. 
This means{that the Georgia State Alliance 


by a unanimous vote reiterates the endorse- 
ment of the subtreasury plan; and this en- 
dorsement, coming as it does right on the heels 
of Governor Gordon’s declaration against that 
plan, is regarded as Gocidediy -signuitoges to 
pay the least. 

Jovernor Gordon and his friends say that 
his speech has not hurt him in the least, but 
on the contrary has benefitted him. They say 
that he will receive the alliance vote, or a good 
part of it, as the alliancemen know that he is 
in full sympathy with them and is their 
friend. The governor, it is said, has already 
told them that if necessary he will take 
the stump in support of the democratic 
nominees in the seventh and ninth con- 
gressional districts, both of whom are al- 
liancemen, and will do all in his power to 
secure their nomination. His services, hé 
gays, are at their disposal. 

So far as his own race is concerned, he 
believes that the alliance vote cannot be 
delivered against him, and his friends bear 
him out in that belief. 

The Corput Investigation. 

As was expected, the committee having in 
hand the investigation of the actions of Mr. 
Felix Corput, made a report vindicating Mr. 
Corput so far as-the Pedigo affidavit was 
concerned. The committee reported that the 
percentage demanded by Mr. Corput was for 
the benefit of the exchange and not for Mr. 
Corput personally. 

Mr. Corput was congratulated by ‘his 
friends at this result, but the report created 
@ great deal of talk. 

This was particularly about the attitude in 
which theexchange was put by that report. 

Speaking of the result of the investiga- 
tion, Mr. John Sibley, president of one of 
the Cobb county suballiances and one of 
the most enthusiastic alliancemen in the 
state, who produced the Pedigo affidavit 
and had it read to the convention, said: 

“T am perfectly satisfied with the result 
of the investigation. My object in bringing 
up the matter was not a personal one at 
all. <I had no ill-will and no _ ill-feeling 
against Mr. Corput; but, like many 
other alliancemen who knew of the 
existence of that affidavit, I did want to 
know where to place the responsibility for 
what I considered an imposition upon the 
members of the alliance. I was under the 
impression that the exchange was estab- 
lished with a view to giving the 
farmers the benefit of cheaper goods. But, 
from all that I have been able to learn, the 
Opposite has been the result. Mr. Pedigo’s 
affidavit shows this, and so does that other 
one of the Baltimore guanohouse, which, like 
that of Mr. Pedigo, was held over Mr. Cor- 
put’s head when he was forced to resign the 
presidency of the exchange—or rather, when 
he did resign that position. In substance, 
both of these affidavits said that, as presi-_ 
dent of the exchange and its responsible 
head, Mr. Corput stated that the exchange 
would protect dealers in whr ‘sver price they 
might put upon their commodities, so long 
as the exchange percentage was paid. As I 
said, the investigation has brought out just 
what I wanted to know, and I am fully 
Batisfied.’’ : 

The result of this investigation was 
freely discussed about the streets and in 
business circles yesterday. One result of 
this discussion was the statement by most 
of the leading guano men of the city, 
that while president of the exchange, Mr. 
Corput, in inviting bids from the different 
firms in the city, asked each firm to 
50 cents per ton in advance on” their 
bona fide price. The fertilizer merchants 
did it with the understanding that thts 
would only apply to guano sold through 


the exchange, tuat sold. directly from the 
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houses being 50 cents per ton cheaper. 
The merchants say that every ton of 


guano that was sold from the Alliance 


Exchange under Mr. Corput’s 
management cost the farmers 50 cents per 
ton more than if they had gotten it some- 
where else. : 

There were other important matters con- 
sidered at yesterdwy’s meeting of the alli- 
ance and much important business was 
transacted. The proceedings of that ses- 
sion—or as much of them as are given to 
the public—are presented below. 


THE. PROCEEDINGS IN DETAIL. 


Important Business Transacted by the State 
Alliance, 

The State Farmers’ Alliance convention ad- 
journed yesterday just after noon. The fchap- 
ter closed with prayer by Rev. Mr. Davie, of 
Habersham, chaplain of the alliance. 

Perhaps the most important action taken by 
the convention was the adoption of the St. 
Louis platform, endorsing: 

1, The subtreasury. 

2. Government ownership of transportation 
lines. 

And most significant, so far as state politics 
are concerned—the subtreasury. 

This was the last important piece of work, 
passed just before the convention adjourned. 

The delegates are nearly all gone now, and 
the hotels look deserted. 

AN ATTACK ON MR. CALVIN. 

Another matterin which considerable in- 
terest was felt by the convention was an 
attack, through Hon. Felix Corput, on Hon. 
Martin V. Calvin, of Richmond. 

The attack comes from Mr. James Barrett, 
of Richmond, who has his eye on the same 
place that Mr. Calvin expects to have in the 
next legislature. 

Mr. Barrett’s charge was that Mr. Calvin, 
though a prominent member of the order, was 
not eligible to membership in the alliance. 
This was first printed by Mr. Barrett in the 
The Augusta Evening News. 

Then Mr. Barrett, enclosed this, in a letter, 
to Mr. Corput. 

Mr. Corputis chairman of the executive 
committee, and both he and Mr. Calvin are 
candidates for the speakership of the next 
house. 

_ Mr. Corput, without informing Mr. Calvin 
of the matter, laid it before the committee of 
which he (Mr. Corput) was chairman. 

That committee, however, decided that it 
was not the proper body to adjudicate the 
matter, and referred it tothe judiciary com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Calvin isa member of this committee, 
but refused to act upon a matter in which he 
was directly interested, and Dr. J. M. Me- 
Donald acted in his place.

AGGRESSIVE. 
THE ALLIANCE TO BUILD A RAILROAD 


Conference of Alliance Leaders 
with Mr. Machen. 


A NAPOLEONIC UNDERTAKING 


That Will Revolutionize Trans- 
portation. 


Is the aHiance going into the railroad busi- 
ness ? 

It has cotton warehouses, cotton-seed oil 
mills, fertilizer factories and mercantile opera- 
tions on a large scale, and something which 
transpired in Atlanta yesterday makes it look 
like the alliance people have their minds on 
transportation as well. . 

Mr. E. C. Machen, the Napoleonic railroad 
builder of middle Georgig, who now has in 
charge the construction of a line between 
Atlanta and the sea, came to the city yester- 
day afternoon on the invitation of some lead- 
ing alliance men who had something interest- 
ing to say. 

The conference was between three of the 
leading alliancemen of the state and Mr. 
Machen, and it appears that the alliancemen 
meant business, for they very soon put their 
ideas in the definite shape of a proposition to 
Mr. Machen. 

Mr. Machen’s line is projected from Atlanta 
by way of Covington, Machen, Eatonton and 
Sandersville to Savannah, running by almost 
an air line through the bends of the great S 
made by the line of the Central railroad, 
thereby saving between here and Savannah 
sixty-two miles, according to the claim of the 
surveyors. This road Mr. Machen has under- 
taken to build for $12,000 a mile, or $2,800,000 
for the 232 miles. 

The alliance leaders. proposed that the 
alliancemen take half the bonds and 
raise $1,400,000 by an average sub- 
scription of less than one thousand dollars 
among the members of each suballiance in the 
state. This was to be done _ provided 
Mr. Machen put a majority of the 
stock ip trust with the state treasurer, 
or some depository agreed upon, 
to remain there until two years after the com- 
pletion of the road. 

Another condition on which the alliance 
leaders base their proposition is that the rate 
of passenger fare shall be 14 cents a 
mile, with freight rates in the same propor- 
tion. 

Mr. Machen replied that he would take the 
proposition under consideration, and he 
believed firmly that the road would make 
more on the 14-cent passenger rate and freight 
rates in proportion, than it could on the exist- 
ing freight and passenger tariffs. In this way 
he thought the transportation problem could 
be solved without the aid of legislation. 


tion about direct trade, seems to indicate that 
the alliance men have in view nothing less 
than a complete system of transportation by 
rail and by sea, between the capital of Geor- 
gia and the principal ports of <ngland and the 
coutinent of Europe. 

When it is remembered that the co-operative 
societies of England, composed almost entirely 
of working men, do a total business of several 
hundred millions and control a number of 
steamships, this new ambitious venture of the 
Georgia alliancemen becomes a matter of 
national and even international interest. 

Take just one supposition, for instance. 
Suppose the Georgia alliancemen and the co- 
operative manufacturers of Great Britain and 
France should become associated in a general 
trattic and international commerce agreement. 
The possibilities of such a thing are incon- 
ceivable.

A special committee of prominent citizens 
of Knoxville came to Atlanta to tender the 
invitation. ; 

The governor has promised to go, if he can 
possibly do so. His military staff will proba- 
bly accompany him. ; 

Governor Gordon has recently appointed 
Mr. F. A. Masses, of Knoxville, asa member 
of his staff from East Tennessee. 

HOW IT WAS PLANNED. 

The Knoxville Chamber of Commerce,acting 
in connection with Fred Ault Bivouac, Con- 
federate Veterans, Zollicoffer ae Company 
V, and Ed Maynard Post G: A. R., decided 
last winter to havea grand reunion of the vet- 
erans who wore the gray andthe blue. Imme- 
diately various committees were appointed to 
go to work for the reunion. The frst thing 
done was the raising of $10,000, to be spent In 
advertising. The matter has been printed 
and much ofit-sent ont. Already 100,000 
posters, 200,000 folders and 180,000 hand bills 
have been sent out. 

To show the interest which Knoxville peo- 
ple are taking, it need only be said that six or 
eight men are now traveling in various parts 
of the country to work up an interest in the 
reunion. 

Yesterday Mr. Shepard and Mr. H. 8. Miz- 
ner, president of the Knoxville Furniture 
Company, called on Governor Gordon. The 
governor, it will be re:znembered, is com- 
mander-in-chief of confederate veterans. Te 
assured the gentlemen that he would be pres- 
ent with his staff. 

These gentlemen also called on all state 
ofticers and other prominent Atlanta people, 
and extended pressing invitations to them to 
attend the reunion. Many promised to do so. 

Mr. Shepard extended an invitation to all 
tlie military companies of the city to attend 
and take part in the sham battle and competi- 
tive drilij. The invitation will fbe acted upon. 

The military band will be secured if possible. 

Mr. Shepard goes from here to call on Gen- 
eral Longstreet, to insist upon his attendance 

It might be well to state that the militia all 
over the country have been invited to take 
part in the competitive drill. Handsome 
prizes (cash) will be offered. They will be en- 
tertaincd in a tent by Knoxville’s three mili- 
tary. companies, along with four companies 
from the State University. 

The city of Knoxville will open wide her 
gates for the occasion. Not only all hotels, 
but all private residences will entertain 
visitors. Preparations are being made to take | 
care of 50,000 people. 

The programme forthe reunion consist of 
many interesting features. There will be a 
big sham battle on historic old Fort Saunders 
battle ground. Lllumination of the city and 
fireworks each night, speeches, grand parade 
with old veterans escorted by militia. 

Knoxville is exceedingly anxious that 
Atlanta*and Georgia send as many Georgians 
as were in the ana charge on the federals 
who were behind the breastworks in Fort 
Saunders. No more gallant a charge was made 
in all the battles of the war. The federals 
were well profected and had stretched 
wiresa foot above ground all around the fort 
When the charge was made the mem tripped 
and fell on them, and many a braye man fell 

to rise no more, But the second and third 
charge was made before the gallant men would 
give up. The confederate ‘loss was large, for 
they were mown down by grape and cannister, 
which raked their ranks from within the fort. 

The Knoxville people have assurances from 
confederate camps ail over the south that they 
will come. Texas sends several hundred men. 

The invitations to the Grand Army of the 
Republic posts go through official channels. 
Thousands will come from Ohio, Indiana, 

Michigan and the extreme northwest. Con- 
gressman Burrows, of Michigan, will be among 
the speakers. General Sherman and other 
prominent northern men will be present. The 
Knoxville people propose to make the occasion 
one of the greatest ever held in_ the 
country. A tent has already been bought 
which has a seating capacity of 15,000. This 
will be pitched on old Fort Saunders battle- 
ground. , 

The confederate camp of Nashville has 
promised to send 5,000 veterans from Middle 
‘Tennessee. The reunion which was to have 
been held at Shelbyville has been changed to 
Knoxville. This was of Tennesseeans and it 
will be held during the Knoxville reunion. 

There are reasons why Georgia should be 
well represented at this reunion, when it is 
remembered thatit was a Georgia regiment 
which Jed the advance in that memerable 
fight, and also that fifteen hundred Georgians 
lie buried at the Confederate National conte | 
tery at that place; silent witnesses of the ter-4- 
rible tire to which they were subjected in the 
three ghecessive desperate, hopeless charges, 
and whose bones are now cared for and 
watched over by the people who invite us to 
their homes.

TUE BOARD OF ALDERMEN RECOM- 
MENDS THE SYSTEM, 


And Authorize the Expenditure of #500 for 
a Tower for the Clock on the Old 
Capitol Building. 


The board of aldermen convened in regular 
session yesterday. 

And authorized the construction of the 
polico telegraph system. 

Mr. Howell was in the chair and Mr. Haas, 
Mr. Middlebrooks, Mr. Woodward and Mr. 
Reinhardt were present. 

Captain English, chairman of the board of 
police commissioners was on hand to watch the 
fate of Mr. King’s council resolution authoriz- 
ing the construction of the police telegraph 
alarm. 

The resolution was produced and read by 
the clerk. 

Captain English spoke at length, showing 
the necessity of the improvement asked for. 
His speech was short but full of force. 

Mr. Haas favored the introduction of the 
system, but did not like the reading of the res- 
olution. 

Mr. Middlebrooks favored the improvement 
and felt‘assnred that Captain English and his 
associates of the police board would do the best 
that could be done for Atlanta. 

Mr. Reinhardt opposed the resolution be- 
cause it bound the city council, when that 
body had no authority to make the contem- 
plated contract. 

Mr. Woodward was for the contract. 

“T have a resol ution here,’’ said Mr. Haas 
‘‘which I will present as a substitute.”’ 

The resolution by Mr. Haas read: 

Resolved By the mayor and general council, That 
the board of police commissioners be recommended 
to contract for a system of police telegraph at a 
cost of not exceeding $12,000: Provided that the 
contractors agree to look to the next council for 
payment; nothingin this recommendation shall 
be construed as in any event to bind the council 
of 1890 to pay for the same. 

“That'll sait us,’”’ said Captain English, |‘‘as 
the resolution was read.”’ 

It was then adopted. 

The appropriations unexpended were shown 
by City Comptroller Goldsmith to be $937,- 
132.83, while the warrants drawn were 
$26,964.79. 

The board agreed to appropriate $500 for the 
tower for the clock on the old capitol.

RAID, 


FOUR REVENUE OFFICERS NAR- 
ROWLY ESCAPE DEATH. 


Fifteen Armed Moonshiners Hidden by the 
Wayside—Three Shots Fired at the 
Officers—Eight Arrests. 


Fifteen moonshiners in ambush. 

Three shots fired at some revenue officers in 
broad daylight. 

A wild scenein the house of a moonshiner, 
where pistols are freely Grawn. 

Such is the text of a thrilling story told by 
one of the deputies that have just returned 
from an eventful and daring raid in the 
mountains 6f Towns and Union counties. 

The revenue officers who” weht upon the 
bold errand of capturifig five Or six illicit dis- 
tilleries in*the heart of the Blue Ridge of 
Georgia, which they had located there, were 
Deputy Collectors Spence and , Hetterington, 
and Deputy Marshals Runnells and Hughes. 

The distilleries have been engaging the at- 
tention of the officers for some time, but 
not until recently were they located accu- 
rately enongh to warrant a raiding tour up in 
the mountain regions in which .they were 
thought to be operated. 

The trip was a great. undertaking, and the 
oftivers knew it, and went prepared to make a 
two weeks’ stay of it in the mountains. 

They left Atlanta on the 13th instant, and 
returned. only-yesterday tomake a report of 
their work. : 

The story of the raid as told by, one of the 
deputy marshals, relates that the officers first 
went to the wildest mountain regions of 
Towns county. 

Here they had located a very 
large illicit distillery, and judg- 
ing from __ the enormous quantities 
of whisky and beer that had been traced as 
coming from this place, they easily guessed 
that the still was Operated by a number 
of men, 

For this reason thev decided to capture it in 
the daytime, not caring to venture in the un- 
familiar mountain thickets in the shadow of 
night. 

‘After a journey of several miles they found 
the distillery hidden in the remotest valleys of 
the Blue Ridge mountains about ten miles 
from Hiawassa, 

A SCHOOL BOY’S TRICK. 


Drawing near the place they saw from a 


glance that none of the operators were there, 
so they proceeded at once to destroy the 
whisky and beer found there, of which there 
was more than two thousand gallons. 

After this was done the revenue officers 
heard voices in the woods near by and, look- 
ing up, saw a school boy, whom they had seen 
leave a neighboring schoolhouse as they passed, 
walking back towards the school. 

They knew at once that they had been given 
dead away in their raid, and judged that this 
young fellow had come before them to warn 
the moonshiners of their approach. 

This was further corroborated by the evi- 
dences about the distillery that the operators 
had not been more than a few minutes gone. 

After breaking up the distillery, the officers 
started away to * further plans for the ar- 
rest of the moonshiners. 

THREE SHOTS FIRED. 

They had not proceeded farther than about 
half a mile on their way before the sudden 
crack of a rifle told them they were pursued 
by the men. 

The shot was followed by two others in rapid 
succession, and Deputy Marshal Runnel’s said 
he heard one of the balls whistle close to his 
cars. 

No one could be seen, and the officers knew 
the moonshiners were concealed behind the | 
dense thickets along the way. It need not be 
told that they beat a rapid retreat. , 

They afterwards learned that the schoolboy. 
was sent to warn the distillers of their comimg 
by the teacher of the school.} | 

ARRESTING A PREACHER, . 

The next raid the officers made was in Union 


county. 


They were after a still, said to be the prop- | 


erty of Bill Davis. 

Davis refused to tell them where the still 
was, and the officers asked his wife to direct 
them toit. She also refused, but said in a tart 
manner thatit was where they would never 
find it. 

Encouraged by his wife’s reply, Davis pulled 
a pistol from his pocket and drew iton Deputy 
Collector Hetterington, but he was caught 
before he had time to fire it. 

He was placed under arrest, and his wife, 
after much entreaties, guided the officers to 
the still hidden out. 

The still was in a pasture on the farm of 
Rey. Mr. Dyer, a Baptist minister, and after 
such investigation as convinced the officers 
that he and his sons, Ben and James Dyer, 
knew something about it, they were all three 
arrested. : 

Ata preliminary hearing before Commis- 
sioner _Crumly, the%preacher and Ben Dyer 
were bound over nntil the case comes up be- 
fore the United States court. 

The next raid was in Union county, near 
Blairsville, where a distillery was captured 
belonging to James Fields. He was arrested. 

The ofticers then went back to Towns county, 
where they seized an illicit distillery and 
arrested Jack Ferguson and Isaac Ramie. 

FIFTEEN ARMED MEN. 

The officers narrowly escaped an attack of 
fifteen armed moonshiners on their way out of 
the mountains of Towns county. 

It seems that the men who operated the first 
distillery they captured, and who were saved 
from arrest by the school boy, not contented 
with firing the three aimless shots at the 
officers, organized a band of fifteen men and 
laid waiting by the road the officers were éx- 
expected to come. 

t so happened, however, that the revenue 
officers went another road and thus escaped 
what may have been the greatest tragedy 
known to that part of the state.

A Resolution to Turn the Property Over to 
the City of Atlanta Referred &% the 
General Committee. 


The Soldiers’ Home will be completed by 
September 1th. 

So say the architects, Messrs. Bruce & 
Morgan, and the contractor, Mr. Boylston. 

And itis a building that will do credit to 
the city, the county, the state at large and the 
noble-hearted people who have contributed to 
the glorious project. 

There was a very important meeting of the 
board of trustees yesterday at the capitol. 

There were present Judge W. L. Calhoun, 
president; Hon. W. H. Harrison, secretary ; 
Mr. Paul Romare, treasurer; Colonel Richard 
Hobbs and Hon. Nelson Tift, of Albany; Cap- 
tain W. D. Ellis, Dr. Amos Fox, Major A. M. 
Foute, of Bartow; General Phil Cook, Mr. 
Bruce, of Brace & Morgan, and Mr. Boylston. 

As president and chairman of the building 
committee, Judge Calhoun tendered a very 
comprehensive report of the progress of the 
work. 

Mr. Paul Romare, as treasurer, tendered his 
report, showing a very satisfactory state of 
affairs financially. Mr. Harrison, as secretary, 
handed in his report, which was full and com- 
plete, giving the details of the work.

A RAILWAY MAIL EXCHANGE 


Will Soon Be Established in Atlanta by the 
Railroads. 

The Southern Travelers’ Guide recently 
reported that a railway mail exchange 
would be established in Atlanta at an early 
date for the prompt delivery of all mail per- 
taining to railroad seryice. 

An exchange of this kind is being operated 


very successfully in Chicago and other largp 


c.ties, and as Atianta’s railroad mail is very 


‘heavy, and constantly growing, we believe 


that it would be an economical move on the 
part of the railroads to establish sucha service. 

The modus operandi of handling the business 
is about as follows: ; 

Each line, a member of the exchange, sends 
its messenger to the exchange three or more 
times daily, with any letters or purely railway 
mail for distribution amongst the membery of 
the exchange, for either city or railway muil. 
The same is received, stamped with the date 
and hour received, and distributed in boxes 
similar to postal-car boxes, one or more of 
which are assigned to each member of the ex- 
change, and the mail for the line represented 
by said messenger, is delivered to him. Thus, 
the entire time necessarily consumed by the 
messengerin the exchange room does not ex- 
ceed two minutes for each visit, making it to 
each member, avery cheap method of ex- 
changing mail as between the roads. 

The greatest care is, from necessity, taken 
in handling this railway mail matter, so as 
not to infringe on the United States postal 
laws. 

These exchanges in the larger cities for- 
wari to the different passenger depots in the 
city, any train, mail that may be received up 
to the last hour by the messengers from the 
different roads, insuring the train mail going 
forward with promptness and dispatch. 

The work in these exchanges is usually 
handled bya superintendent and junior as- 
sistants. 

The Chicago Railway Exchange has fifty- 
six lines as members, and handles daily from 
nine toeleven thousand pieces of railway mail.

SOME TALKS AND RUMORS ABOUT

Everybody talks politics in Fulton county 
now. 

The speculation as to the results ofthe next 
primary, which will not be held until the 
iniddle of November, increases every day. 

Much of the work among the office seekers 
is being done on the quiet, and but little leaks 
out. But asthe days go by, it is becoming 
more and more evident that some lively races 
are being booked for the democratic primary 
whenever it does come off. 

The county offices are being sought by sev- 
eral tickets in opposition to the ins, and the 
chances are good for many more such tickets 
to be in the field before the day of the primary. 

As a matter of fact, the opposition men are 
anxious tohave the nomination postponed to 
as late a day as possible, so as to give them 
ainple time to fully organize their tickets and 
get in their political work. 

THE FIELD SURVEYED. 

Already the political field has many shapes. 

The ordinary’s office is not to be awarded 
this time, the term of Judge Calhoun not hav- 
ing yet expired. 

The clerk’s office is sought by two tickets, 
neither of which have yet been announced in 
full. Mr. Tanner, who now fills the office, 
will offer for re-election, but has not named 
his deputies yet. There is no telling how the 
‘in’ ticket will be shaped, but it is generally 
believed that all of the present deputies will 
be on it. 

The other ticket for clerk is headed by Judge 
Strong. He will not abide the primary. 

It is believed by many that Mr. Walter Ven- 
able will also head a ticket for the office, but 
he says he hasn’t considered the matter sufti- 
ciently to talk definitely about it yet. 

THE SHERIFF’S RACE. 

Here will be a race sure enough. 

The ‘ins’? will run, headed by Sheriff 
Thomas, perhaps, though many think that 
Deputy Perkerson will lead it. 

They will be opposed by Captain Jim Mor- 
row and his men as soon as they are chosen. 

“It is a common rumor,” said a prominent 

politician yesterday, ‘‘that Captain Morrow’s 
ticket will be made up of himself, Mr. J. J. 
Barnes and a young man who is not yet de- 
cided upon for a deputy. 
_ “If the ticketis gotten up this way and 
secures the support of the Young Men’s Demo- 
cratic League, it will certainly be a strong one, 
but as to that, it will take a strong one, in- 
deed, to beat the ins, for they have a good . 
record.’’ 

It may be that another ticket for sheriff will 
be announced before many days. 

There seems to be no opposition felt to the 
‘in’ ticket of the tax collector’s office, No 
ticket has been announced for that race yet 
except that which at presént holds down: the 
affairs of the office. 

For the office of tax receiver two tickets 
have announced. Mr. John Loyd, the present 
officer, will be opposed by Mr. John Collier. 

Mr. Frank T. Ryan is announced for trea- 
surer. 

Endless and varied rumors get out each day 
about the possible tickets that may yet show 
up for the county offices, and it may be confi- 
dently expected that some lively times are 
ahead.

Tne Compound Lard Bill Discussed in the 
House—The Quay Resolution Not Men- 
tioned In thé Senate. 


WasuInoTon, August 21.—After the usual 
delay in getting a quorum the house passed 
several minor bridge bills, and then in the 
morning hour resumed consideration of. the 
pill for tle adjustment of accounts of laborers 
arising under the eight hour law. 

Pending discussion, the morning hour ex- 
pired and the house proceeded under a special 
order to the consideration the bill defining 


“Jard.”’ 
A HUMOROUS SPEECH. 

Mr. MeClammy, of North Carolina, opposed 
the measure in a humorous speech, in which 
he quietly ridiculed some of the arguments of 
Mr. Brossius, of Pennsylvania, who had re- 


ported the bill. 

Mr. Mason, of Illinois—This was a fight be- 
tween the packers of impure lard and packers 
of refined compound lard. It wasatrade fight 
and had no place in congress. He was in favor 
of branding every article in the market for 
what it really was. He was as much opposed 
to food adulteration as any man in the house, 
The compound lard men were charged with 
defending fraud and counterfeiting. That 
elrarge was false. This bill struck down every 
yssible chance of exporting lard or compound 
fard from this country. 

He was not here to defend counterfeiting, 
but he was here to defend the men who manu- 
factured clean, healthy food product. The 
more hog’s lard that was taken out of it and 
the more cotton seed oi] putin it, the purer 
and cleaner it was for the human stomach. No 
man could say that cotton seed oil was not one 
of the best articles of food products discovered 
during the present session. It had become the 
poor man’s food. It was marked for what it 
was, The working people were not asking for 
this bill. They were opposed to taxingaclean, 
healthy food product. 

Mr. McRae, of Arkansas, offered an amend- 
ment to the first section of the bill by adding 
the following words: ‘‘And rendered in open 
kettles, the process used by farmers and 
butchers,”’ to the detinition of ‘‘lard.”’ 

The amendment was lost—yeas, 65; nays, 
102. 

Messrs. Allen, of Michigan; Henderson, of 
Towa, and Forman, of Lilinois, spoke in favor 
of the bill. 

Mr. Houk, of Tennessee, said that he would 
vote for the bill somewhat on principle. 

I do not love thee, Dr. Fell, 
The reason why I cannot tell. 

There were some things in the measure that 
he did not like. Hedid not wish to enlarge 
tie internal revenue system, which now ex- 
isted. He had hoped that before this congress 
adjourned the machinery of the internal reve- 
nue system would have been wiped from the 
statute books. But it was evident that this 
would not be done, and he would vote for the 
bill as being in the interest of the farmer. 

SOUTHERN MEMBERS SPEAK. 

Mr. Stewart, of Texas, attacked the bill on 
constitutional grounds. 

Mr. Oates, of Alabama, contended if congress 
wished to be fair to all the industries of the 
country it ought not to put a rider on one and 
make it carry weight. Everyindustry was en- 
titled to fair competition with all its rivals. It 
was said that the farmers had petitioned in 
favor of the bill.. That was true; but in any 
part of the country signatures could bé se- 
cured to petitions for every conceivable pur- 
yose. But he had petitions—differing from 
other petitions, in that they were accompanied 
by affidavits declaring that the signers had 
read and understood the caption—requesting 
him to oppose the Conger bill, but to give his 
support to the Paddock bill. 

Hie then proceeded to make a constitutional 
argument against the bill. 

Mr. Wheeler, of Alabama, appealed to the 
members on the democratic side to stand by 
their constitutional principles. There were 
gent!emen on the other side who were opposed 
to going so far in violation of correct principles 
of the government as this bill attempted to go. 
That some gentlemen on the democratic side 
supported it, proved only that there were men 
who valued the temporary interests of their 
constituents more than they valine the 
great ennobling principles of democratic 
government. The whole trouble was 
tliat the south—God bless that country 
{laughter]—was raising vegetables superior to 
ail other vegetables in purity. God had 
biessed that country. Congress was attempt- 
ing to pass a law directly in conflict with the 
statutes of Almighty God. [Laughter.] ‘‘And 
the swine. He is unclean. Thee of their 
flesh thou shalt not eat, and theiricarcass thou 
shalt not touch, for they arg unclean.’’ 
j Laughter.] 

Pending further debate, the house, at 5 
o'clock, took a recess until 8 o’clock, the even- 
ing session to be for debate on the lard bill. 

The speakers at the evening session were 
Messrs. Sweney of Iowa, Dunnell of Minne- 
sota, Hill of Illinois, Catchings of Mississippi, 

siiss of Michigan, Lacey of Iowa, Neidring- 
haus of Missouri, Stockdale of Mississippi and 
Turner of New York. 
The house adjourned at 10 o’clock.

THE WHY AND WHEREFORE. 


Mortgages and the Reason They Were 
Piaced. 


Mr. George K. Holmes, the head of the 
mortgage division in the census office, is begin- 
ning to receive some interesting returns. In 
oue feature this inquiry is without precedent. 
The collection of statistics on indebtedness is 
nothing new. Buta systematic inquiry into 
the causes of indebtedness is novel. Mr.

Holmes has selected 107 counties embracing all 


sections of the country. To each mortgaged 
resident of the selected counties as fast as the 
lists come in there is addressed a list of ques- 


tions as follows: 


Was this mortgage fully paid January 1, 
1890? If not ret § aid, how much was due 
upon the principal January 1,1890? Was this 
mortgage made to secure part of — 
money, to make improvement, or for what 
other purpose; or, if made to renew a previous 
eg a what was the debt originally created 
for? The answers are coming in and some of 
them are interesting reading. The writers do 
not confine themselvés closely in their repiies. 
They furnish a good deal of detailed informa- 
tionfor which the census people had no idea 
of asking. 

In attempting to explain that his mortgage 
of nearly $500 was a renewal of an old one, a 
western farmer does not refrain from adding: 
“Give us free coinage of silver, enlarge our 
circulating medium, and we can pay our 
debts.’’ 

One man confesses that he had paid the 
mortgage, and that he has the release in his 
safe, where he intends to retain it, so that the 
curiosity of his neighbor will not be gratified 
by knowing that he paid it. 

Another man justifies his going into debt by 
explaining that the money raised by the mort- 
gage, amounting to $110, was ‘‘to make home 
—— by purchasing an organ to keep my 
yoy at home, which proved asuccess, for which 
I am proud.” 

A prophetic case of extreme poverty is indi- 
cated by a mortgage recorded in a southwest- 
ern state amounting to $13. Theindebtedness 
has been on record for about five years, and du- 
ring that period the debtor has managed to pay 
only about $6. The person giving the mort- 
gage was a widow, and she states that she used 
the money to pay the funeral expenses of her 
husband. 

An ante-bellum debt is accounted for bya 
man who stated that the money was used to 
pay-for negroes purchased by his father before 
the war. 

Perhaps the most remarkable explanation 
was given byaman who stated that he was 
obliged to borrow the money, to pay the dam- 
ages in a suit brought against him for alienat- 
ing the affection of another man’s wife. He 
could not refrain from adding the triumphant 
words, ‘‘i have her.’’ 

Domestic infelicity is given as the cause of 
another man’s misfortune. He states that-he 
raised the money to pay the expenses in a di 
vorce suit by which he got rid of an unfaith- 
ful wife. 

One of the correspondents tersely explains 
that his mortgage of $140 was incurred in the 
attempt to pay for two sets of false teeth. 

One man states that his friend shot a negro, 
and the mortgage was incurfed in raising the 
meee to bail him out of jail and for lawyers’ 

ees. 

Another one writes: ‘‘Borrowed money for 
general uses on account of failure in crops, and 
I reckon,’’ he adds with southern naiveness, 
‘‘you’ll find that lama d—d bad manager; 
but there are plenty more in the same fix. 
Misery loves company.”’ 

A very large and ample explanation seems to 
be that offered by the man who wrote that he 
had a mortgage of $400 put on his house to pay 
debts contracted in raising a family of ten chil- 
dren. In the exuberance of his joy that he 
was able to report ne mortgage one man 
writes: ‘‘All settled, God bless your good 
soul.’’ 

A western farmer groaning under a mort- 
gage of $1,800 relieves his mind by writing that 
the debt was contracted for ‘‘the purpose of 
enabling me to pay tariff on the things I have 
to buy and to make up for the losses I sustained 
by reason of non-exportation of the things I 
have to sell.”’ 

In California'a Chinaman was found who 
had given a fellow-countryman a’mortgage on 
his property of $200, agreeing to pay interest 
at the rate of 60 per cent. 

An aspiring politician in the west risked 
$100 on his political success. “He confesses to 
the census office and says that it was to pay 
expenses of election. At the close, however, 
he writes the word ‘‘busted,’’ which indicates 
that he lost the election as well as the money. 
TOLSTOI AND THE BEAR. 


How the Celebrated Novelist’s Presence of | 


Mind Saved His Life. 
From The New York Star. 


An incident is related about the celebrated 
writer, Count Tolstoi, which nearly cost him 
his life. Hewentouton a bear hunt with 
soine of his friends, and, after selecting a spot 
which commanded a good view of the sur- 
rounding grounds, some of the more experi- 
enced hunters suggested that the snow had 
better be trampled down so that it would be 
easier for them to move about and get out of 
bruin’s way and have time enough to take a 
shot at him if heshould come upon them un- 
expectedly. : 

The count, however, although up to his 
waist in the snow, objected to this and said 
thatit was entirely unnecessary, since the 
whole thing consisted of shooting the bear and 
not wrestling with him. 

They did not have to wait long, for the bear, 
which had just risen from his lair, was walk- 
ing along to get out of the way of the hunters, 
when it suddenly stepped out into the open 
space directy in front of Tolstoi. 

He coolly took aim and fired, but the ball, 
for some reason or other, went wide of its 
mark. Taking aim he again fired, this time 
hitting the bearin the head, and the ballet 
lodged in the lower jaw and of course only 
made avery irritating wound, which made 
the bear so savage that, taking a few jumps, 
he was upon Tolstoi before he was able to 
realize it. Just as the bear comeclose enough 
to him he dropped down, and of course the 
went right over his body. Tolstoi’s 
whole body sunk into the deep snow, and the 
only part that remained exposed was his head, 
which the bear tackled as soon as he had re- 
covered from his surprise in seeing Tolstoi 
disappear so suddenly. 

Toistoi did his best to push his head down as 
low as possible and elevated his fur cap for 
the bear to bite. Twice the savage animal 
snapped atitand then, discovering his mis- 
take, made a bite deeper down, this time 
taking a piece of flesh from the count’s right 
cheek. 

Just at this moment his comrades returned, 
and by their loud yeils succeeded in driving 
away the bear, who very slowly turned his 
back upon the hunters and walked into the 
woods, master of the situation.

THE. STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, August 21.—The stock market 
today has been decidedly active and very weak, 
resulting in material losses in everything traded 
in. The bears, by theaid of labor troubles and 
tight money, have at last succeded in forcing the 
liquidation of long accounts, and stocks today 
were thrown over ata lively rate. Money wasa 
most important factorin bringing about this re- 
sult and it was loaned atthe highest figures known 
in years, probably since the May panic of 1884, 
anda large premium was exacted for its use over 
the day. Atthe same timea more threatening 
account of the labor situation on the Vanderbilt 
railroad wasthe means of searing some weak 
holders out and selling became general imme- 
diatelv after the opening. The high rates for 
money also had their effect upon the price of sil- 
ver certificates, and they again fell off about 2 
per cent, because of the cost of carrying. The 
news that the Bank of England has reduced its 
discount from 5 to 4 per cent was completely ig- 
nored, though if it had come last week it would, 
fn all probability, have been the cause of a mate- 
rial advance in prices for stocks. AS it was, how- 
ever, the market, even atthe opening, was com- 
pletely demoralized, owing to high rates for 
money, which opened at 25 per cent and rapidly 
rose until 1, per cent per diem, and 
legal interest wasfexacted for its use. The stmkes 
did not today play a very important part, as the 
operators feel that their influence has been pretty 
nearly discounted, although itis accepted in the 
street today thatthe difficulty will involve the 
whole Vanderbilt system and possidly some other 
roads, The roads congerned, however, are felt to 
be strong and able to make a long fight, while the 
opinion on the street is that the question involved 
is one,upon which the roads cannot afford to 
give in.
